New York, io. j.—“Murphy must 
go.” This cry was raised again yester- 
day by independent democrats, who for 
many years haye been disgusted with 
the jeadership of their party in this 
city and state by Charles I. Murphy. 

“Murphy will go’) was the reply of 
many who realized what a blow had 
beeen struck at his leadership through 
the sweeping victory of the fusion 
forces at the election on Tuesday. 

But—-when will Murphy go?) That is 
nnother question, not so easily an- 
swered. It is no easy matter to force a 
man out from the leadership of a close 
corporation such as ‘Tammany Hall. 
Niehard Croker retired voluntarily. 
Murphy says he has no intention of re- 
tiring. To force him out of the leader- 
ship would unquestionably be a long 
and tedious process. It probably would 
be accomplished In time, but his grip 
probably must be loosened gradually. 


Has Lost His Grip. 

Murphy is not in the good graces of 
the national administration, Whatever 
patronage there {ts within the gift of 
President Wilson will be kept from him. 
He has lost everything in the city, His 
grip on the state administration has 
heen taken and in another -yeear the 
state patronage without doubt will pass 
out of his hands. 

O'Gorman May Succeed. 

There was much speculation yester- 
day as to who would succeed Murphy 
as Tammany leader. The general im- 
pression was that Senator O'Gorman 

vas the man, but that he would never 
aet in ‘that capacity as Tweed, Kelly 
and Croker did, or as Murph does. It 
was: suggested: that he would probably 
be ‘feeounized “eradually by the state 
leaders as the man from whom _ they. 
might expect to get consideration from 
th nattonal administration and through 
the power that he would yield, a man 
would be chosen to handle the New 
York part of the state organization, , 


Democratic System. 

Murphy is not elected chairman of 
the democratic county committee, or 
of the legislative committee, as is the 
plan for leadership in the republican 
organization, Those places are held 
by figure-heads chosen by the “boss” 
and elected by his orders, The leaders 
take the orders of Murphy by common 
consent. When they decide to set up 
another leader it will not be by any 
formal vote. The test will probably 
come over some matter of policy. 

Wilson Has Plans. 

it is understood in sume quarters 
that President Wilson has in mind the 
appointment of a man as collector of 
the port, who will come to be recog- 
nized as the spokesman of the adininis- 
tration in matters political here. Presi- 
dent Wilson it is said does not al- 
together favor the elevation of Sena- 
tor O'Gorman to the state leadersnip

TEMPORARY AGREEMENT 
WITH INTERURBAN LINE 


Old Arrangement Ultra Vires—Under New One Citizens Will 
be Carried for One Fare to Any Part of Cities— 


Transfers Will 


The publie works committee and the 
representatives of the Edmonton Inter- 
urban railway finally agreed this morn- 
ing to a proposition which, if passed 
by the elty council tonight, will give 
the company the right to commence the 


construction of a temporary line at 
once to connect up with the city’s 
system. According to the terms of this 
temporary agreement, the company 
will not only lay down the single tem- 
porary track from their present — ter- 
minus {n Calder via Twenty-Seventh 
street to Alverta avenue, thence to 
Twenty-Fourth street, but will also 
operate it free, or, In other words, col- 
lect the fares from. passengers using 
the cars of the company after reaching 
the city limits and turning the same 
over to the city. The method of how 
these fares shall be collected, whether 
by the system of tickets same as is 
used at present in the clty, or by 
special transfers will be left to the dis- 
eretion of the city street railway 
superintendent, 

The point that will interest the cit!~ 
zens most is that no extra fare will be 
collected between the company’s ter- 
minus in Calder and the city limits, as 
has been contemplated in the previous 
agreement which, after another two- 
hour session of the public wor ks com- 
mittee this morning, was declared to 
be unworkable in that it embodied a 
temporary agreement and a permanent 
agreement to be submitted to the

The city commissioners have in- 
structed the engineer lo make prepar- 
ation for the dredging of the river to 
accommodate the 20-inch water main} 
now strung across the bed of the river, | 
as well as another pipe of similar di- 
mensions, according to the plans for- 
merly agreed upon. When these two 
water mains were first projeeted it 
was the intention of the city to dredge 
the river bed and lay them down in a 
level trench, ‘The work was delayed 
last spring until too late for dredging, 
and therefore one of the mains was 
laid on the uneven surface of the bed 
of the river. In lowering it into place 
one length of the pipe broke, with the 
result that the south side fias been 
without filtered water all summer. 

The city engineer, in ® letter to the 
commissioners, states that the mater- 
jal, with the exception of a few spe- 
cials, is on the ground, and recom- 
mends that the dredging be complet- 
ed before the river freezes over, 

This has been agreed to by the com- 
missioners, and the city engineer in- 
structed*to proceed with the work. 
The cost of laying these two mains in 
perament positions in a channel cut in 
the ved of the river will, according to 
the tigure given by the city engineer, 
be between $8,000 and $10,000, With 
this work completed the south side 
would then be guarpnteed. a, suflicient 
water supply ‘for at, lecst*four, or five 
years.

Vancouver, Nov. 68—All the blame 
for the murder of police constable Ar- 
ehibald, of the eity police force, was 
thrown on Davis, by Clarke, at the 
trial which {fs proceeding at the as- 
sizes here, Clarke declared In detail 
the various moves prior to the crime 
which was committeed close to a va- 
cant lot on Powell street. Proceeding, 
Clarke stated that he and Dayis stole 
about 20 revolvers from various stores, 
as well as a quantity of ammunition 
and dynamite, and {t was thelr inten- 
tion to hold up some person In the

They, however, missed one of thetr 
companions, Seymour, and they decid- 
ed to break into Hastings’ Mill, Af- 
ter that, they robbed a grocery store, 
and it was while they were examining 
the spoil on the vacant lot that Davis 
struck a match.

He will 
swear that it was Clarke that fired the 
fatal shot. Meantime, Clarke  em- 
phatically stated that the constable 
found a jimmy on him and that when 
the officer went to search Davis, the 
latter pulled his gun and fired point 
blank at him, and that he also fired 
while the constable was lying on the 
ground, They afterwards dragced 
the body to a dark place and secreted 
it.

Washington, Nov. 6. ~The news that 
Huerta would reject the American de- 


Hin official cireles without comment, 
Secretary Bryan hed a long conference 
with President Wilson, and Chairman 
Bacon of the senate foreign relations 


committee was an early white house 
ealler. Talk of lifting the embargo on 


arms was revived in congressional cir- 
cles with considerable vigor, 

Some senators have told the president 
that there was an overwhelming sénti- 
ment in congress in favor of permitting 
exports of arms to Mexico. The presid- 
ent in his address to congress last 
August took a position against lifting 
the embargo. Many persens haye been 
pointing out to him, however, that one 
of the alternatives open, If Huerta de- 
clines to resign through the efforts of 
diplomacy was to lend a moral support 
to the constitutionalist movement. 

Constitutionalists here declare they 
do not wish recognition of their belli- 
rereney but only wish to obtain arms 
on an equality with Huerta, 

Although discretionary power to per- 
mit exportations of munitions of war is 
vested with the president, some obser- 
vers think It unlikely that he would 
such a step without some com- 
munication with congress, That phase 
of the situation has given rise to ex- 
pectations that President Wilson might 
soon read another message to congress 
outlining the status of the negotiations 
with Mexico and making specific syy- 
gestions for future policy, 

Officials declined to say today 
whether they had received any answet 
directly or Indirectly trom Huerta to 
the latest demands. 

Count von LBerstorff, the German am- 
bassador, who only recently has re- 
turned to this country, had an engage- 
ment to see the president late today 
Although the ambassador came to pay 
his respects, it was not improbable that 
the Mexican situation would be discus- 
sed, Sir Cecil Arthur Spring-Rice, the 
British ambassador returned to the 
capital this morning.

THREE MONTHS IN JAIL 
IS RING'S SENTENCE 


Recause Of Provocation and on Ac- 
count of Family Light Sentence 
Imposed. 


A large crowd gathered in the 
criminal court yesterday afternoon to 
hear the verdict in the case of the 
Crown versus Peter Ring, who was 
convieted of having occasioned serious 
podily harm to Roland Matzzer by 
striking him on the head with a re- 
volvre, 

lor several years Ring was a citizen 
of Strathcona, and many from the 
south side who knew him personally 
testified to his good and peaceful con- 
duet in former years. Mr. Robertson, 
the accused’s counsel, made a brilliant 
speech in pleading for his client. He 
brought out the different phases of the 
question and tried to establish the fact 
that the injuries done by him were of a 
defensive nature; that the reputation 
borne by Ring would not even allow 
one to think he intendea to do bodily 
harm, 

The judge, however, in giving the 
verdict, said that because of the fact 
that Ring occagioned—whether intend- 
ed or not—bodily harm, he must sen- 
tence him to a term of imprisonment. 
But beeause of the provocation, and 
also of his family, he would give him 
only three months’ imprisonment.

Canada has 26,727 miles of railways, of which 1,732 
miles are owned and operated by the government. In Ger- 
many, With 37,955 miles, the government owns and operates 
34,623. In Russia, with 27,008, the government owns and 
operates 21,659, In Holland, with 1,984 miles of railroad, 
the people own 1,063. In Italy, with 10,538 miles of rail- 
road, the people own 8,830. In Austria, with 24,570 miles 
of railroad, the people own 22,046. In Denmark, with 2,191 
miles of railroad, the people own 1,217. In New Zealand and

own 987. In South Africa, with 9,072 miles, the government 
owns all the railway, the mileage of which has been doubled 
ina decade and the cost of construction of which has averaged 
only $23,000 a mile. 

Practically every civilized country in the world, with the 
exception of Great Britain, where the railways are kept pretty 
well regulated by the government, and-in United States, w here 
the railways regulate the government, government ownership 
of railways has heen adopted as the fixed policy of the 
governments, 

Canada has made a compromise between government 
ownership, as adopted in all other countries, ‘ind private 
ownership, as adopted in Great Britain and United States. 

Against Canada’s 26,727 miles of railways there is a 
capital indebtedness in stocks and bonds of $1,588,973,502, 
and the dominion government has contribut ed in cash sub- 
sidies no less than $154,075,235, while the provinces have 
contributed $35,945,515 and the municipalities $18,051, 324, 
making a grand total of cash gifts to railways in Canada of 
$208,072,074. This was the total on July 1, 1912, and takes 
no count of the enormous gratuities granted by the federal 
vovernment at the last session of the dominion house. In 
addition, the dominion government has given land grants to 
railways to the extent of 31,864,074 acres of land and the 
provinces 24,187,985 4, making a total of 56 052,055 acres of 
land granted: to railways in Canada. 

Of the total liability of $19,000,000,000 jepresenting 
the stocks and bonds on 241, 199 miles of railway in United 
States, it is estimated by the best authorities that at least 
§10,000,000,000 is water. That is to say, the railways of 
United States are carrying and paying interest on liabilities of 
two dollars for every dollar invested in r ailways, 

While there has been no attempt at physical valuation of 
the railways of Canada, and there are, therefore, no figures 
from which to estimate the amount of water in the stocks of 

Canadian railways, it is safe to say that, were the bonuses and 
land grants subtracted from the cost of construction, Canadian 
railway stocks and bonds would be discovered to be more 
aqueous than even these of United States.

PARTY RETURNS FROM 
DEER HUNTING TRIP 


Big Game Feared ite tot Approach Such 
Mighty Marksmen—Only Rabbits 
Available. 


Deputy Minister of Agriculture 
George Harcourt, and Messrs. Hall and 
Mundy arrived home last night from a 
week’s trip to a district some 30 miles 
west of Innisfail. They were accom- 
panied by Percy Byron, of the Byron 
May company who has not yet return- 
ed. The party had several objects. in 
view, the most interesting one perhaps 
was a deer hunt. As far as can be 
learned they brought back no big game, 
one member of the party explaining 
that the deadly character of the party 
was sufficient to drive all big game 
from the district, leaving only rabbits 
and partridge to shoot at. 

The party left the city last Friday 
night and spent a very pleasant time 
even though they were not successful 
in getting big game. Tuesday afternoon 
they had a very exciting time in the 
midst of a prairle fire which burned 
over 12 miles of country and took with 
it a number of settlers houses, barns 
and effects. One member of the party 
states that the flames were 20 feet high, 
While others declare that they walked 
though the fire. The presumption is 
that one story referred to the fire as 
it swept through the long prairie grass 
and the other must have referred to 
the burning buildings, The fire finally 
burned Itself out Wednesday morning. 

In speaking of the district generally 
and the crops the reports brought back 
are glowing. Crops have been excellent 
and the merchants in a number of the 
smaller towns visited state that on az 
average the cash receipts have increas- 
ed recently at least 23 per cent. The 
weather was very mild in the district 
and no snow has fallen yet.

Charge Summer Classes 
in 1915 


MOOSE JAW GETS 
NEXT SYNOD MEETING 


iSynod: Will Take Charge of 
Transfer of Ministers Which 
is Affective Throughout 
Canada in Future, 


Saskatoon, Noy. 6.—At the meeting 
this morning of the senate of the new 
Presbyterian Theological college pre- 
ceding the meeting of the synod of 
Saskatchewan it was decided that 
classes should be started in October 
1914 and that instruction be given dur- 
ing the winter to enable students to 
complete their first year. 

In addition the senate decided to 
establish summer classes beginning in 
1918 should the assembly so desire. 
our professors will constitute the staff 
upon its opening. 

Professor J. L. Hogg was appointed 
secretary of the senate and the mem- 
bers resident in Saskatoon as an ex- 
ecutive committee. Rey. KE. N. Cliver, 
principal of the college, was appointed 
representative of the college on the as- 
sembly’s board of education, 

An invitation from Rev. W. C. Wilson, 
Moose Jaw, to hold the next meeting of 
the synod there was accepted unani- 
mously, The report on finance and sta— 
tistics presented by Rey. A. Henderson 
showed that two new presbyteries had 
been formed during the year, making 
a total of 13 as compared with 1906 
When seven were in existence, The 
number of preaching places were shown 
to be 842, the largest number of any 
synod in the dominion, and was an 
increase of 42 in the past two years. 

Families within the church of the 
synod were estimated at 13,905, an In- 
crease in a year of 694, communicants 
12,905, an increase of 1,014. Stipends 
paid by congregations in the synod 
were $150,467, a gain of over $17,000, 
and money raised for missions reach- 
ed the sum of $25,388. For all pur- 
poses raised by the congregations and 
organizations $441,225 was the amount 
naiméd. The increase,it was deemed 
unworthy for the church, 

An overture from the presbytery of 
Arcola suggesting changes in settle- 
ment of ministers was referred to a 
special committee, It asked that the 
policy of the church should be, every 
minister a charge and every charge a 
minister, and a pastorate without in- 
teruption. That every mintster should 
be. given a limited pastorate not 
longer than seven nor less than two 
years. 

Respecting transfers of ministers it 
asked that the synod and general as- 
sembly have charge of work and that 
congregations when calling ministers 
should obtain. consent of committce. 
lower was also required for tne trans- 
fer committee to appoint to a charge 
if the committee, the presbytery, and 
the congregation should fail to agree 
upon a man, 

The final plea was that if 75 percent 
of the ministers and congregations of 
the Presbyterlan church in Canada 
agreed to abide by the proposal that 
the transfer system may be effective.

Cat's fur is fullvof-electricity and be- 
fore «# thunderstorm a cat is always ex- 
tremely lively because of its electrical 
condition, Before rain is expected you 
will see a cat assiduously washing its 


| face. 


Donkeys will bray loudly and con- 
tinuously at the approach of a storm, 
If cows lie down in the early morning 
instead of feeding, or huddle togetier 
with their tails to windward, then there 
is rain about, 

Like cats, the approach of a thunder- 
storm makes cows extremely frishy. 
They run up and down the field) and 
butt imaginary obstacles at such times.

FOUR BRANCHES WITH 1000 
ENROLLED IN COUNTRY 


Canada Not in Favor of Home 
Rule Say League Heads— 
Western Provinces to Be 
Organized at Once, 


‘Toronto, Nov. 6—Official confirma- 
tion of the formation of a unionist 
party in Toronto has been recelyed in 
the form of the following communica- 
tion to the newspapers yesterday from 
the secretary J. A. Jackson: “There 
has been formed in Canada a ‘Canadian 
Unionist league’ the executive council 
of which is in the clty of Toronto. The 
object of the league is to enlist ail 
Canadians who are willing to assist 
the Unionists of Ireland in maintaining 
the position they at present occupy in 
the empire, and to the utmost of our 
power we propose to assist the Union- 
ist party of Ireland under the present 
trying circumstances in which they are 
placed, 

“Four branches have been formed in 
the country and at the present time 
we have enrolled 1,000. We have also 
receiyed information from outlying dis- 
tricts through Ontario that leagues will 
come Into existence at once. Already 
Manitoba is organized and British Col- 
umbia, Saskatchewan and Alberta will 
be organized without delay. 

“Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and 
New Foundland will also be organized 
in order to demonstrate to the British 
people that Canada is misrepresented 
When any person claims that she is in 
favor of granting home rule to Ireland. 
The following are the officers: Honor- 
ary president, Lt. Col, J. H. Scott; pre- 
sident, Mr. Fred Lane; vice-presidents, 
Mr. Wm, Crawford, Mr. W. H. Harper, 
Mr, Jos.

Moose Jaw, Sask., Nov. 6—The 
coroner’s jury to enquire into the death 
of Lillian Pettyhiece, or Waterman, 
who was killed in the wreck of No. 4 
on Monday, met yesterday morning 
again, <All of the injured who were 
taken to the hospital were examined, 
the hearing lasting until noon. The 
evidence of R. St. Helarie, of Gull 
Lake, brought out the’ fact that the 
freight train was backed away from 
the wreck, This {ts directly contra- 
dictory to the evidence of the C.P.R. 
trainmen. Mr. St. Helaire stated that 
the freight backed away from where 
the collision occurred within 20° min- 
utes of the wreck. 

Another point brought out in the 
testimony of Henry Pope, of  Van- 
couver, was that he and the dead man, 
Dan Brooks, were travelling without a 
ticket, having fixed the conductor. 
Pope said he had paid nothing, and 
understood that Brooks, who was an 
old trainman, had tixed the conductor. 
He stated that ticket checks were 
given to both of thein, but he lost his 
hat with his check in the wreck. 

Coroner Brown will ask the C.P.R, 
for a full list of passengers on the 
wrecked number four, as he_ stated 
the @.P.R. had moved the train, and 
the body of the Waterman girl with- 
out his consent; he therefore could not 
find any evidence yet secured whether 
there were not many more injured and 
perhaps killed as the car, badly dam- 
aged, was well tiled with passengers, 
who had left the city.

London, Nov. 6.—Py a clever strate- 
gy, by which she hoodwinked the large 
force of police sent to prevent her from 
speaking, Miss Sylvia T’ankhurst was 
able to announce &t the Bow Baths In 
the east end of London last night the 
formation of a volunteer corps, organ- 
ized under the command of Captain 
Sir Frances Vane, a Boer war yeteran, 
for the protection of militant suffraget- 
tes and labor unionists,

The 
only disorder was caused by an attack 
by the women on a few reporters whom 
they suspected of being detectives 
Mr, Lansbury and Sir Francis Vane 
followed Miss Fankhurst to the plat- 
form. he Boer war veteran explained 
that he proposed to establish a labor 
training corps. Waving afoft a knotted 
club, Sir Francis said he was prepared 
to use that weapon wherever he saw 
women injured in labor disputes or 
wherever the oppressed needed aid.
